Although a molten reactant metal level is shown by a dashed line in Figure 1 for 
chambers 1 1, 14 and 15* Figure 1 does not show a molten reactant metal level in treatment 
chamber [[11]] 12. This should not be taken to imply that there will be no gas phase in treatment 
chamber 12. For many feed materials, a distinct gas phase of reaction products will emerge in 
the top of treatment chamber 12. However, these reaction products will be held in close 
proximity to the surface of the molten reactant metal 1 6 in position to facilitate further reaction 
of the reaction product if not fully reduced. Gaseous reaction products will also bubble up 
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
